93rd Battery Orders

The official prize list for 1923 of the 
Canadian Artillery Association has 
been received by Major Barnes com- 
manding the 93rd Battery, C.F.A. 
There are a number of cups and tro- 
phies offered for competition between 
the members of the Association and 
in addition substantial money prizes 
are offered. As the 93rd Battery is 
a member of the Association it is eli- 
gible for these competitions which will 
be held at the camp in Sarcee com- 
mencing on July 12th. For competi- 
tion among Field Artillery Units the 
Governor-General’s Cup and 18 % of 
prize money (that is 18% of 
the sum of $15.00 per unit taking part 
in the competition) is the Ist prize 
and the Lansdowne Challenge Cup 
and 15 % of prize money second prize. 
There are 11 other money prizes ran- 
ging from 12 % to 1 % of the prize 
money. This competition is for gener- 
al efficiency. The shooting competi- 
tions will be by groups of batteries, 
the 93rd Battery being in the second 
group. The first prize is the Oswald 
Challenge Cup and money. The 
money prizes consist of $30 per affili- 
ated Battery competing in each group 
to be divided into percentages accord- 
ing to the number of units competing. 
In addition prizes of $20 and $10 will 
be divided among the Nos. 1 of the 
winning Battery. The third compe- 
tition is for efficiency of personnel. 
the amount allotted being $10 per 
unit, to be divided into percentages. 
1st prize the Hurdman Challenge Cup 
and 28 % of prize money and seven 
other prizes ranging from 22 % to 2 
“% of the prize money. In this com- 
petition deductions will be made from 
the total number of marks gained for 
absence from the practice camp as 
follows: Major ten marks, any other 
officer, ten marks and each N, C. O. 
or man, two marks, It will be seen 
therefore that the battery should if 
possible, go to camp at full strength, 
that is four officers and thirty-four 
other ranks. Individual prizes are of- 
fered to gun layers who qualify in ac- 
cordance with gun drill for the equip- 
ment of their Battery. First prize 
badge and $5.00; second, badge and 
$4.00; 3rd, $3.50; 4th, $3.00; 5th, 
$2.50; 6th, $2.00. Badges will be is- 
seud to two qualified layers, Prizes 
amounting to $20.00 are offered to the 
best signallers of each Battery as 
shown by the marks awarded by the 
Inspecting Officer. 

It will be seen from the above that 
in addition to the pay of their rank

EDUCATED ENGLISHWOMEN 
AND MATRIMONY. 


Dean Inge has the rare gift of 


stirring up a controversy nearly every | had 


time he speaks, the result being that 
almost all the time he may be. found 
carrying on a debate with somebody 
through the columns of the English 
newspapers. Recently he deplored 
the fact that educated women of Eng- 
land are shunning matrimony. He 
asserted that of 12,607 women who 
have passed through Oxford only 657 
have married. Half a dozen women 
immediately contradicted him, but in 
their contradictions there was an ad- 
mission that the Dean had not after 
all been very wide of the mark. They 
began to explain why educated women 
do not marry, and they continue to ex- 
plain with each new issue of the news- 
papers in which the debate is being 
conducted. Miss Florence Under- 
wood, Secretary of the Women’s Free- 
dom League, says that the woman col- 
\ege graduate knows that, when she 
marries, her children will not be under 
her guardianship, but under that of 
their father, and that the inequalities 
of the divorce laws will make it diffi- 
cult for her to escape the misery of a 
marriage that turns out badly. If 
she is engaged in scholastic work she 
may bé asked to resign if she marries, 
and there is so little ig marriage now- 


adays. ‘that _many highly — edu- 
cated women prefer to remain 
single. This is now _ espec- 


ially true if they have passed their 
first youth and are in easy cireum- 
stances, as most of them are. 

The women controversialists be- 
lieve that more highly educated wo- 
men will submit to marriage if the 
bill which is now being supported by 
Mrs. Wintringham, M.P., and which 
aims to give women the same rights 
in the matter of divorce as a man 
has becomes a law. The husband 
cannot be divorced for infidelity, un- 
less he has in addition been cruel to 
his wife. This has been defended on 
the ground that the misconduct of a 
wife might well affect the succession 
to property, while that of the husband 
could not. That educated women 
should more carefully take account of 
the contingencies of marriage than 
uneducated women is only natural, 
despite the fact that most uneducated 
women would find it difficult to raise 
money to secure a divorce even if they 
had a complete case. Obviously, the 
easier the way of escape is from an 
unhappy marriage, the more readily 
will people make an experiment with 
matrimony. 


STANDARDIZING 
PEAS 


OF CANNED 


Grades Adopted by the Dominion are 
are Proving Satisfactory. 


We live in a age of grading and- 
standardizing. In a recent address 
Mr. C. S. McGillivray, Chief Canning 
Inspector of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, pointed out the 
value of standardizing canned goods, 
not only to the producer and the trade, 
but also to the customer. The last 
mentioned will be the first to feel the 
benefit, for when standards are fixed 
and observed, the house-wife will 
rapidly learn to buy just what quality 
she wants and sce that she gets it. 
The grower will benefit, for when 
standards are established, it natural- 
ly follows that he will be paid for his 
raw produce ona basis of quality. 
He will soon learn, as Mr. McGillivray 
says, to figure his receipts, not in tons 
yield per acre, but in dollars yield per 
acre, It will not take much figuring 
on the grower’s part, to see that al- 
though the patch of peas harvested in 
prime condition, say, on Tuesday and 
yielding 1000 pounds, might have 
yielded 1,300 to 1,500 pounds if left 
to Thureday, still the former would 
be much more profitable, inasmuch as 
the canner might much better afford 
to pay him $120 to $140 per ton for 
Tuesday’s peas than he can afford to 
pay him $40 per ton for the Thurs- 
day’s peas. 

Peas are graded for both size and 
quality and are numbered 1, 2, 3, 4. 
No. 1 peas are those which pass 
through an opening of a sieve nine 
thirty-seconds of an inch in diameter. 
No. 2 through an opening ten thirty- 
seconds of an inch in diameter, No, 3 
through an opening eleven thirty-sec- 
onds of an inch in diameter, and No. 4 
those which will not pass through the 
eleven thirty-second inch opening. 

For quality the grades are; @tand- 
ard quality—peas that open out fair- 
ly uniform in the size claimed, color, 
maturity, and cook, and are fairly free 
from skins, splits and pods; the brine 
must be fairly clear, Choice quality 
—peas that open out uniform in size 
claimed, color maturity, and cook, and 
are free from any considerable am- 
ount of splits and skins; the peas 
should not have increased in process- 
ing more than one-thirty-second of an 
inch in diameter; the brine must be 
clear, Fancy quality—peas that 
open up practically unchanged in size 
by processing, are green in color, 
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height and the number of the 
seive in type not less than a quarter 
of an inch in height. 

The Chief Canning Inspector added 
that standardizing of canned goods 
been in operation four years and 
had proved very satisfactory. Dur- 
ing last year four thousand samples 
were examined and showed that a 
marked advance had been made in the 
quality of goods packed.

SETTLERS BECOMING FIRE 
RANGERS 


During 1922, the Department of 
Land and Forests utilized 332 assist- 
ant fire rangers to improve the pro- 
tective system in settlers’ districts. 
These assistant fire rangers are sel- 
ected in each range, among the most 
Progressive settlers. They have the 
authority to issue permits to burn 
clearances and also to enforce the law, 
which requires each settler to watch 
the progress of his fires. They can 
also summon help and direct the fight 
against fires which may escape the 
settler or occur in the vicinity of their 
beat. This system of assistant fire 
rangers has become very popular, be- 
cause it enables the settler to obtain, 
a permit at any time, provided he has 
complied with the obligations of the 
permit, that is, if he has piled the de- 
bris of his clearing into heaps or rows 
and if he has cleared a strip of at 
least 50 feet between such heaps or 
rows and the adjoining forest. Of 
course the weather conditions must be 
favorable and there must not be any 
drought. The settler appreciates 
very much the fact that he is no long- 
er obliged to make ten or fifteen 
miles to the ranger’s home‘ with the 
chances of finding him away. The 
moral effect is also great, as the as- 
sistant forest ranger residing among 
the settlers causes them to be more 
careful; they discuss between them- 
selves the danger arising from the im- 
prudence of careless persons and we 
find that, in many sctions, the settlers 
are co-operating together to the ex- 
tent that they will all burn at the 
same time so all the available men are 
in readiness; therefore, the old “Be” 
system is coming back; this means 
that, with the hearty co-operation of 
all the interested, clearances are be- 
ing burned and very little damage 
caused. In fact, in the Abitibi region 
and the Lake St. John distrist where 
the ussistant-fire rangers were em- 
ployed, 90° of the clearances have 
been burned last yar and only a few 
acres of green forest were scorched, 
This shows that the’ settler can burn 
his clearance provided we appeal to 
him in the right manner.

REGULATION OF VARIETY | 
NAMES FOR SEEDS 
AND PLANTS 


A new phase in relation to seed con- 
trol is being provided in a Bill before 
Parliament at Ottawa. This mea- 
sure, which constitutes an amendment 
to the Seed Control Act, prohibits the 
offering for sale of farm seeds that 
have been given a false or spurious 
name. Neither will the seller be al- 
lowed to offer sceds or plants under a 
new variety name not gentrally em- 
ployed in Canada for that particular 
variety unless he first obtains a li- 
cense therefore from the Minister of 
Agriculture. The Minister may re- 
fuse to issue a license in respect of 
the use of any kind or variety name 
unless or until the seeds or plants 
have been submitted to a propagating 
test or the nature plants have been ex- 
amined and reported upon. A license 


will not be granted for the selling of 
an old variety under a new name. In 


explanation of this-amendment it may Tourist Traffic for Alberta 


be cited that farmer or dealer might 
unintentionally sell seed oats under 
the name of “Banner” and deliver 
seed oats that were not true to that 
variety. A complaint might be laid 
against him under another scetion of 
the Act, but the section under review 
is not intended to apply to such an of- 
fense since the variety named “Ban- 
ner” as applied to oats cannot be held 
to be false or spurious or new. The 
provision is intended to apply to per- 
sons who invent new names for old 
standard varieties, It is regarded as 
likely that this new regulation will 
give encouragement to plant breeders 
by affording them more protection 
with respect to such new sorts as they 
may originate.

A large increase in tourist traffic 
to the famous mountain _ re- 
sorts of Alberta is expected the com- 
ing summer as a result of the opening 
of the last link in the grand circle 
tour of the Western States and Al- 
berta, namely, that stretch of high- 
way between Banff, Alberta, and Win- 
dermore, B. C. The official opening 
of this road will take place June 30th. 
By its completion, a circle tour cover- 
ing the most famous scenic trips on 
the continent is made possible. This 
circle highway leads up from the 
xrand Canyon of the Colorado in Ari- 
zona, through Utah and Salt Lake to 
Great Falls and Glacier National 
Park in Montana, thence through 
Waterton Lakes Park on the southern 
border of Alberta, to Calgary via 
Macleod, thence:west to Banff and 
Lake Louise, thence south over the 
new Windermere road into the Col- 
umbia Valley into the State of Wash- 
ington, and on sovth into California. 
A circle tour of the Canadian Rockies 
of 667 miles in extent is also made 
possible through the Crow’s Nest Pass 
west of Macleod znd Lethbridge, up 
the Kootenay Valley over the Winder- 
mere road to Banff and east to Cal- 
gary, and back gouth to Macleod. 


First Fortnightly Crop Report 


Seeding of the 1923 grain crop is 
now general over the province of Al- 
berta, and is proceeding uxder fairly 
favorable conditions. The opening of 
the season found the seil over thc 
greater part of the province in very 
dry condition, which tended to restrict 
the area prepared for crop. During 
the past two weeks, however, there 
has been some precipitation, which 
encouraged the farmers to prepare 
more land. 

Taking the province as a whole, the 
area now ready for crop is about the 
same as last year, but in most dis- 
tricts the farmers are holding back 
for better moisture conditions before 
seeding of the land preparec. In the 
south-western district and in some of 
the central districts of the province 
a somewhat larger area than last 
year, in several cases as high as 15 
per cent. more, is being seeded. In 
the southeastern sections the area 
being seeded is less than the previous 
season. In the remaining sections of 
the province, the area is about the 
same as in 1922, 

Wheat seeding operations over the 
province as a whole are between 60 
and 70% completed, and the 
seeding of oats has commenced. The 
moisture at present in the soil is suffi- 
cient is sufficient for germination but 
not for any heavy growth. The wea- 
ther during the past month has been 
alternately warm and cool, with light 
precipitation of rain and snow. 

Fall rye is showing up well in most 
of the districts where this crop has 
been planted. Alfalfa in the south- 
ern districts has come through with 
practically no winter killing. “ 

There has been a marked increase 
in many districts in acreage of corn bee 
for both fodder and grain. In some 
cases areas of from 40 to 100 acres of 
this crop are being planted.
